Quit Crete. 


LOXDON*. February 25.—The Chrcr 


prints a display article tbia moraine, 
headed "All to take decisive steps in 
the Cretan situation." 


Says the Chronicle: "Organize, agi- 


tate and denounce the dishonor to Eng- 
land's flag by association with the Sul- 
tan and the coercion of Greece." 


The Chronicle announces that the ft r 


eign admirals have already requested 
Colonel Vaaeoa to quit the island of 
Crete, and threaten to bombard h;ru if 
he attacks any position occupied by the 
Turks. Colonel Vaeaoa replied he must 
execute hia ordera. 


The C/iroHic/eisalso publishing a two 


column dispatch from the minister of 
foreign affairs in Crete, dated Februa./ 
16th, and addressed to the courts oi 
Europe, explaining that the dispatch of 
the Greek fleet and troops was intended 
to protect subjects in Crete, begging the 
powers to impress the Sultan of the 
danger incurred if the Turkish troops' 
were sent to Crete, and declaring that 
Greece would not bs responsible for the 
consequence of Buch action. 


The Athens correspondent 
of the 


Chronicle baa had two interviews with 
King ^eorge. In these interviews the 
Kine said he had received advices from 
hia officers in Crete to the effect the for- 
eign marines were present in the port 
from which the Turkish troops rallied 
to attack the Greets, and to which they 
retreated when defeated. The Turkish 
commander visited a foreign, battleship 
immediately before the sortie. 


Colonel Yassoa reported to the King 


that but for this European protection he 
•would have captured the fort without 
difficulty. Henry Norman, the corres- 
pondent of the Chronicle, adds

.statement: "Colonel YasBoa will not 
leave the iiland, and the Cretans will 
not accept autonomy under the Tjrtiah 
flag.

PARDON REPOSED. 


Cleveland Criticises Indecent .Jews 


paper Publications. 


WASHINGTON, February 24 —The Pres- 


ident has delivered a moat scathing criti- 
cism upon uukceut newspaper publica- 
tions in denying a pardon to James B. 
Wilson, sentenced in Bceinber, 1895, in 
[ndiana to two years' imprisonment for 
mailing obscene napers. The President 
says: "This convict was one of the edi- 
,ors and proprietors and a distributor 
through the mails and otherwise of a 
disgustingly vile and obscene newspaper. 
His conviction and sentence was an 
event diatmctly tending to the promo- 
tion of pufclic morals and the protection 
of the sons and daughters of our land 
rom filth and corruption at a time when 
ndecent newspaper publications are BO 
langerouB and common. Everybjdyju 
avor of cleanliness should encourage the 
mnishment of snch offenses and desire 
hat it should be more frequently im- 
losed. While I am much surprised by 
he number of respectable people who 
iave joined in urging clemency in this 
case, my duty eeeuie 90 clear that I am 
not in the least tempted to interfere 
with the just and wholesome sentence 
if the court. ^

Spain and her colonies and the United 
States. The bill provides that war be 
declared to exist between the kingdom 
of Spain and her colonies and tbe 
United States of America and their 
territories, and that the Prtflident is 
authorized to u&e the whole land and 
naval force of the United States to carry 
the same into effect.

No law in political -economy ia more

Bearing thia in mind, let ua see just 
what it ia which, in John E. Searlee' 
opinion, should not be investigated be- 
cause to do so is to make "capital unsafe 
and uncertain." Of course it ia the 
angar trust. What, then, ia the sugar i 
trust? The question might be answered 
in a general way by saying that it ia a 
combination of a limited number of 
manufacturers of sugar to increase or re- 
duce the price of tbeir product throagb- 
ont the nation at their will by closing or 
operating factories, also at their will, 
and other methods known to auch com- 
bines. 


But this is a general anawer, and it is 


par .*pa better to be specific 
We will 


examine trust methods a little, as they 
are disclosed in Mr. Searlea1 testimony. 
From that testimony it appears thet 
the trust 1ms purchased a considerable 
number ol rehneriea, and ttiat. since 
the purchase, more, than one-hall these 
refineries have been and now are closed. 
It appears, further, that the truat still ia 
engaged in purchasing; refineries, only 
to shut down a majority of them. One 
witness testified that in juat one each 
purchase 3000 men were thrown out of 
employment. 


Briefly stated, these are the trust 


methods which, if they are investigated, 
will drive timid and shrinking capital 
from New York state. The REPDBUCAS 
cannot hope to have any effect in par 
ticular oa either the trust or its investi- 
gators, bat ifc nevertheless submits the 
suggestion that, if Mr. Searles is correct 
in his opinion, about the best thing that 
the people of New York could do for 
themselves would be to show capital—- 
of the truat kind, at auy rate—to tho 
door and respectfully bow it out.

Senator Sherman also 


rallied many of tbe friends of tbe treaty 
who had heretofore advised postpone- 
ment, including Senators Allison and 
Fry, both of whom had given it as 
their opinion yesterday that it wonld be 
wise to defer further consideration un- 
til next session. The greater part of 
the day's session was consumed by Sen- 
ators Teller and Daniel in opposition to 
a vote. Speeches in favor of the treaty 
and for a vote at this time were made 
by Senators Lodge, Fryfl and Lindsay. 
The vote on tbe motion to postpone WAS 
taken at 6 o clock aud resulted in the 
negative, 20 to 3d. After this vote there 
waa no quorum and the time waa spent 
in a vain effort to secure oce.

Power to be Transmitted Seventy- 


Five Miles by Pole Line.. 


SAX BEHNAHDINO, February 19.—im- 


portant electrical enterprises ate on foot 
in this vicinity. A corporation^ to be 
known as the Southern California Power 
Companv baa been organized with a 
capital stock ot $1,000,000. The prin- 
cipal stockholders are Henry Fiaher of 
PittBburg, Pa., aud H. H. Sinclair, 
president and manager of the Hedlauda 
Electric Light and Power Company. 
The nrincipal place of bueineea of the 
corporation ia Redlande. The purpose 
of the company is to develop po^'er from, 
the Santa Ana river by taking tbe water 
oat at the junction of Bear Ureek and 
the Santa Ana river, carrying it in a 
cement ditch and tunnels about four 
rnilep, thua securing a fall of 1000 to 1100 
feet, and then returning the water again 
to the stream. The power will be trans- 
mitted by pole line seventy-five miles to- 
LOB Angeles, there to be naed to sap- . 
plant steam power now used to develop 
electricity for lighting and railroad com- 
panies. It will be the longest line and 
handle the highest voltage (30.COO volts) 
in use in the world. The line will run 
through San Bernardino, Pomoua, On- 
tario and Pasadena and will be able to 
supply all power needed in thpee towne. 
Wort will he begun in the Panta Ana 
canyon as soon as eurveys are completed, 
which will be about April 1,1897. It IB 
proposed to deliver power into Loa. 
Angeles by January 1,189S.

The Greets have occupied two Turkish 
towers at Fort At-ia, spiked their guns 
and retired to Canea. With the excep- 
tion of three towns, tbe Greeks are now 
masters of all Crete, 


LONDON", February 20,—The British 


consul at Oanea, Island of Crete, re- 
ports tbat the fighting between the 
Turkish garrison and Fort Vbukolis, 
constating of 300 soldiers and 100 Cretan 
Mussulmans and the Greeks, waa des- 
perate. Tbe garrison drove the Greeks 
back three or four miles, but the Turks 
were finally forced to retire before tho 
greatly superior numbers of the Greeks, 


• and only eighteen of the Mussulmans 


succeeded in catting their way to the 
Turkish outpost at AlJtkiana. 


Tbe Cretan question ia now foremost 


in IUB public uiind and the newspapers 
publish columns on the subject. The 
Marquis of Salisbury's refusal to follow 
the. augiieation of Emperor William of 
•Germany and blockade the Pieraeua IB 
warmly prai&ed in Great Britain and 
his suggestion to the powers tbat Crate 
be granted autonomy similar to that of 
the island of Samoa ia well received in 
many quarters aa affording a bolution of 
the problem which Greece can accept 
without too great a sacrifice of national 
pride. This proposition, it is under- 
stood, also finds favor In Paris, where 
popular feeling ia pro-Hellenic. 


The continental correspondents of the 


English newspapers all expatiate on the 
pique of Emperor William at 
the 


Marquis of Salisbury's attitude, which 
-openly displayed itself in his last inter- 
view with the British embasaador at 
Berlin, while Count Von Hatzfeld, the 
German embasaador here, is reported to 
have had a heated conversation with 
the Marquis of Salisbury. 


It appears that Emperor William per- 


•aonally insisted with the foreign govern- 
ments in favor of his proposal. The 
action ie stated to be due to. his maj- 
esty's deeire to overcome the reichtag's 
opposition to his naval projects. He de- 
cided to initiate a very active and stem 
policy without having a ship in the 
levant. The adoption of his proposal to 
•blockade the "Pieraena would have'be«n 
•a personal triumph for tbe Emperor and 
the opposition would have been obliged 
to aeroo to increase the strength of the 
German navy in 'order to uphold tbe 
national honar. This scheme, however, 
was knocked on the bead by the Mar-, 
quia of Salisbury's opposition.

The Turkish government ia uneasy at | 


the powers over this question, fearing it 
{ 
might causa a break up of the European 
concert, which would mean an imme- 
diate explosion in the Balkans and the 
Subsequent disruption of Turkey. 


Opinion ia universal that Crete now 


will never return to the Turkish yoke. 
"The island will either become independ- 
ent or a part of Greece. The chief dan- 
ger now ia a collision on the Thesaalian 
frontier. 


The news that Turkey haa ordered her 


fleet to be mobilized waa received with 
derision throughout Europe^ One news- 
paper auggeets that tho Turkish Iron- 
•ciads are more suitable tor oyster boats 
than for fighting. 


BESLIS, February 20.—On the receipt 


of the alarming newa from Crete, Em- 
peror William cancelled a number of 
private eiigd^eiucuta and plunged into 
feverish political activity. He even ab- 
sented himself from the fotoa at J"ota- 
•dam, given in his honor by tha Huzzar 
guards, and held instead a two hours' 
conference with Prince Hohenlobe. His 
Majesty also had lenghty conferences 
witli the leadiua ambaaeadorH on Mon- 
day, Tuesday and Wednesday, in which 
it was remarked that on Wednesday 
evening, at tha subscription ball at tho 
-opera house, he drew.the Turkish am- 
bassador aside and conversed with him 
in a friendly way.

It would be peitinent to 
comment on the folly which resulted in 
the demolition of one of America's great 
commercial interests, but for the pres- 
ent purpose it ia sufficient to call atten- 
tion to the fact that under the ayatem 
of discriminative duties we had a pros- 
perous shipping business and that with- 
out those duties* tbe business has gone 
n wreck. 


The question which now should inter- 


eat the American people ia how our 
merchant marine may beat and most 
quicbly.be revived, and of course the 
answer ia apparent. We must restore 
to it the atimnlna under which it for- 
merly prospered. WJ.th thia end in view 
Senator Klhina baa introduced in the 
United [States senate a bill providing 
that goods brought to this country in 
foreign bottoma shall pay 10 per cent 
duties ad valorem more than if brought 
in American 
bottoms. Whether the 


amount of the duties proposed by him ia 
too high, not high enough or joat right 
ii a question for congress in Ita wiadom 
to determine, but that the principle of 
Senator Elkina' bill is ona which should 
be adopted does not seem doubtful. The 
stimulus he oropOBea clearly in needed. 


Ol course there will be great aud or- 


ganized opposition to the adoption of 
thia measure. Our tranuatlantic neigh- 
bora who are engaged in carrying oar 
commerce for UH are very well pleased 
with the job and the pay they receive for 
it. It happens alao that they are pretty 
well intrenched on thia Bide of the water 
and can bring vaat influence to bear, in- 
fluence which unfortunately might have 
its effect even on BO distinguished a body 
as the United Statea congress. It goes 
without tbe saying that all of this Influ- 
ence will be eiertad, and the most and 
beat that one can. hope is that its effect 
may not be too great. 


For the bill ahould pass. We need to 


develop onr shipping interest in this 
country, and no other plan than this is 
suggested as feasible at tbe present time. 
It ii a disgrace that we look to foreigners 
to carry our commerce and take the prc. 
cseda. The eight of the ehipa upon the 
bay of San Francisco, with their foreign 
colors flying, is enongh to make an 
American ashamed of his country. We 
Bhonld have had enough of the strange 
folly that haa reaulted in thia condition. 
The sooner we end it the better it will bo 
for ue. Our alien frienda may not like 
it, but perhaps it will be well for a time 
to look to our interests rather than 
theirs. 


THE bill to revive diatrict faira might- 


hotter be killed. "Theae faira have been 
given a very thorough trial In Califor- 
nia, and it ia very doubtful if anywhere 
or at. any time they have justified the 
public money expended upon them. 
Almost universally they have 
bean 


nothing hot horaa racea, with a few 
priza pumpkins or something of the 
aort thrown in aa a play for state aid. 
If the faira are revived the horae-racing 
feature should be prohibited, and if that 
were prohibited—well, there would be 
no loud demand for the fairs. We may 
disguise the fact aa beat we can, but it 
remains evident that the faira aro noth- 
ing bat horse races with a thin veneer- 
ing of agriculture to give them tone. 
Moreover, it ia not expected that 
anything else will ba made of them. If 
any legislator doubta this assertion, let 
him introduce an amendment prohibit- 
ing all racing at auca fairs and then 
notice what he will notice. Let tbe peo- 
ple who deaire horae races have them, 
but it ia an outrage to aak tne state to 
pay for their chance to gamble. Aud it 
ia etill more of an outrage that the elate 
fiomotimea does pay for it. Aa district 
Jaira and state fairs are conducted, they 
would better all be written in tha past 
tenee.

THE TARIFF ON FRUITS 


THAT ON RAISINS FIXED AT 2« 


CENTS. 


Action of the Committee 
is Not 


Final—Senator Perkins' 


Opinion. 


Yesterday's San Francisco Chmmm 
nntainod the following dispatch, which 
will interest the raisin and fruit growers 
of this valley: 


WASHINGTON, February 23.—The Re- 


publican tariff framers made an import- 
ant step in the interest of California 
fruit growers today by establishing rates 
On oranges, lemons and limes which are 
in advance of the McKinloy duties on 
these fruits. 
Twenty cents a cubic foot on citrus 


fruits, whether in package or bulk, with 
an ad valoreni duty of :JO per cent on 
packages, is the rate fiicJ today. While 
ail items were not settled, it is under 
atood that the rate on aH dried fruits 
including Zaute currants, will be 2> 
centa a pound. On almonds, walnut 
and similar products there will be a rat 
of 5 centa a pound anahelled and 7) 
centa shelled. 
, 
On grapea snd peachea the rate is 2J4 
centa a pound, on ploms and prunes 
(green) 2 cents a pound, olives 20 per 
clnt ad valorem, Bgs VA oenta per 
pound, filberta and walnuts (shelled) 1 
cents, not shelled 2 cents, peanuts 1 
cent, all other mils 1M cento a pjund. 
The 5-cent rate applies only to almond:. 


While the preaent rates are considered 


nearly twico the McKinley tariff rates 
and almost three times the Wilson bill 
rates, they will not stand as final, ex- 
cept after a strong fight both on the, 
floor and in the senate. The committee 
in fixing rates did so on the basis asked 
by tha Fruit Growers' Association of tno 
state, which, they say, must outweigh 
the arguments of the congressmen «ho 
appeared at the bearings.

The City Trueteee held a special eea- 
iou laet night for the purpose of taking 
action on a resolution orderinu the grad- 
ng of Tuolurane street from 0 east to 
:he city limits, of P etreet north from 
Tuolumne for the distance of one bloct 
to the boundary of the municipality, 
and of Q street eouth of Tuolumne for 
100 feet. The resolution waa passed by 
the votea of Trustees Spinney, Cray- 
croft and Auttin. McVey and Chitten- 
den voted uo. 


The grading of these atreets has been 


a matter of contention before the board 
for some time. The petition of prop- 
erty owners to have the work done was 
met with a remonstrance from otbera, 
who claimed that they could not afford 
to pay the tax. William Degen, who 
resides at the corner of Tuolnmue and Q 
Btr«ets, led tbe petitionera for tba grad- 
inn, while Dr. H. St. ti. UopkinB and 
Judge M.Farley led tbe oppoaition.Theae 
gentlemen have appeared before the 
board a number of times, and in diecuas- 
ing the inerita of the respective peti- 
tions were often somewhat acrimonious. 


Tha heaviest property owner oa the 


atreete concerned is the Fresno citv 
school district. The high school block 
is bounded by Tuolumne etreet on one 
side and by P street on another. The 
Board oi Education thought it proper 
that the streets should be graded around 
the new buildiuc. The cilizeua who in- 
stituted the movement to have the grad- 
ing done aet forth tbat the work was 
urcent. The vicinity IR lower than sur- 
rounding territory, and in ita ungraded 
condition has practically served ae a 
sink for the rain water of that part of 
town. With the grading oi the atreetH, 
however, there will be proper drainage, 
and the water will bo runofftothecity'a 
drainage system. 
Furthermore, the 


city doed not sprinkle the ungraded 
streets during the summer months. The 
petitionera submitted that the dust 
raised in tha streets mentioned was very 
annoying and that they were entitled 
to relief. 
The remouatrators based their objec- 


tions solely on the fact that they were 
unable to bear the cost of the grading. 
They stated that they would have to 
mortgage their places 
to raise the 


money. 


When tha trustees paaeed the resolu- 


tion ofintentlon of grading a few weeks 
ago the majority did so upon the show 
ing that those representing a greater 
frontage of property ware in, favor of the

The Populists held their municipal 


convention yesterday in the normal 
school room of thu buE'meaa college. 
It 


did not take Jong to transact the busi- 
nesa, and only three nominations were 
msde—Theodore Madeou for city clerk, 
G. M. Edmunds for school trustee and 
John A. Klee, who haa announced him- 
self as an independent candidate, for 
city trustee In the Fifth ward. 


It had practically been decided before 


the convention came to order what 
Bhould be done. The party "leaders" 
had fixed matters. Not much diffi- 
culty 
had 
been • experienced 
in 


doing this, and no obstacle at all waa 
encountered in having the program 
adopted by the convention. 


Tho reason the convention did not 


place a full ticket in the field was that 
the party's strength in the city, which 
amounts to only about 150 votea, would 
not justify it. There could be no hope 
of success, and the candidates would 
only be placed in the field to Buffer the 
humiliation of defeat. By nominating 
juBt a few and showing a disposition to 
get the beat men for the office, regard- 
less ol politics, it waa agreed that there 
was bet^r prospect for electing these 
few ofiicere. 


Of course the nomination of only a 


partial ticket looks very much as if 
similar action was invited from 
the 


Democrats. In other words, the way is 
open for the latter to nominate for the 
offices paasod over by the Populists and 
to indorse the candidates they named. 
The Populists deny, however, that they 
intended to give the Democrats an op- 
portunity to Bhow what sympathy or 
friendship they protend to possess for 
their Populist ''friends." Fusion was 
not mentioned in the convention, and 
several delegates stated to a REPUBLICAN 
repreaentative that they did not even 
want the Democrats to indorse their 
nomineea. The Populists asserted that 
they placed their candidates in the field 
in order to eive tbn voters of the city an 
opportunity to vote for good men for tho 
offices. 
The only exciting incident of the con- 


vention occurred over tho Indorsement 
of the course of Supervisor Manly, tho 
Populiet member of the supervisors. The 
question was warmly debated pro and 
con, and eonaidorable interesting infor- 
mation concerning the supervisor's con- 
ferences with Populists leaders was 
disclosed. Upon a vote being taken the 
supervisor's courae was indorsed.

The mealing of Congressman-elect O. 


H. Castle with the Freeuo raiein and 
fruit growers at the city hall yaalerJay 
afternoon was attended by nearly a hun- 
dred leading producers from all parta of 
the county, and included a number of 
prominent 
bant ere, 
merchants and 


packers who realize the value of the 
benefits that will accrue to the general 
fruit and raisin interests of the San Joa- 
qain valley from the proposed increase 
in the tariff to 3 cents a pound on im- 
ported raisins. 


Dr. Castle's visit was in response to 


an invitation extended bytheProducera' 
Co-operative Raiain Packing Company 
for the purpose of discussing the ques- 
tion of an increase in the tariff on rai- 
sins and to fortify the congressional rep- 
resentative of the Seventh district with 
valuable data and eUtistica on the de- 
plorable condition of this vital industry 
under a low and insufficient tariff. 


The meeting was called to order by 


J. W. Sbanblin, who was elected chair- 
man, 
and W. F. Forsey was chosen sec- 


retary. The chairman, in *a conciBB 
statement of the object of the meeting, 
presented Dr, Caatle to the assemblage. 


Mr. Gaulle stated that hia object in 


learning the wants ol his constituency 
in this regard waa free from all discus- 
sion of tho theory of protection; but as 
it was the custom of our country to 
foster and protect its industries, it was 
an issne that should be respected hy 
fully protecting tho raisiu 
product 


against the competition of the imported 
article fostered by cheap labor and an 
unequal tariff, combined with low rates 
of transportation.

Castle dis- 


played considerable knowledge of the 
subject, and in a numberof questions he 
propounded to both the producer and 
packer upon the subject under discus- 
sion indicated his earnest purpose to go 
into the details of tbe merits of the case 
in a thoronch manner. 


It wan stated that it coat ty cents 


a pound to lay down the Spanish prod- 
uct iu New York, and that a tariff of 3 
cents a pound on the Spanish product 
would equalize tbo conditions and insure 
a fair return on the American product. 


Emil Bernhard, chairman of the joint 


committee appointed by the Hundred 
Thousand Club and Chamber of Com- 
merce, to bring the matter before con- 
gress, stated that the fruit schedule 
would be settled in a short time by the 
ways and means committee now in ses 
sion. 
' 
T. C. White was called upon and marie 


a vigorous and convincing argument iu 
favor of a tariff of 3 cents a pound. He 
said the Spauiab growers can produce 
raisins at much lesa expeuae iu labor on 
cheap land and place their product in 
Now York at ?7 a ton against $22 a ton 
for the California product. Onr labor 
receives wages from $1',25 to $2.50 a day 
against 12>< cents to 20 coots a day in 
Spain, and a tariff of 3 centa should be 
exacted ao much for the cauee of labor 
aa for the protection of bur producers. 


The increase of tho tariff would not 


have a tendency to increase tho price 
to tho consumer, Mr. White 
main- 


tained, an it would simply exclude in- 
ferior grades and advance the price of 
the higher grade, which the rich con- 
aumer would indulge in under any cir- 
cumstances. A few veara ago theSpan- 
ish product brought from 20 to 50 cents 
a pound, but with the development of 
the industry in California the raisin, 
from an article of luxury, has become 
an article of general consumption and 
the cheapest product on earth. Al- 
though tha area of country most suita- 
ahle for growing .raieins is confined 
within the limits of Merced, Fresno, 
Talaro, Kings and Kern counties, it is 
sufficient in possibilities to supply the 
worlu with roisina. 
Dr. Castle was instructed upon the 


coat of producine a ton ot raisins, the 
average being $50, and other minor de- 
taila, but'was assured of much more ex- 
tended facts, figures and information by 
a committee that would enable him to 
present the question in its entirety for 
the consideration of congress.

History of the Crime—Matrimonial 


Diiliculties of Kiske's Cliarui- 


iug Widow. 


Fiom Sunday's Pally. 


It waa reported in this city yesterday 


that Joseph L. Stillman, who was sent 
to San Quentin for life about six years 
ago for the murder of John D. Fiske, 
had died at the prison. 


The REPUBLICAN made inquiries by 


wiro laat evening, hut could not Bnb- 
stantiate the report. - Warden Hale was 
communicated with and he stated that 
Stillman waa not at tbe prison; that he 
bad been Bent to an insane asylum. He 
had not heard of Stillman's death. 
Word was received from tbe asyluma at 
Stockton and Napa Plating that ho was 
at neither of these places. 


Inquiries at the Stockton asylum elic- 


ited tha information that Stillman was 
brought 10 that institution from San 
Qaentin on May 13, 1893, and waa dis- 
charged aa recovered on Novemrei- 29, 
1895. The superintendent pays that 
Rtillman wa« delivered to a guard from 
Ban Quentin on the laat named date and 
that the aaylum record showi this. 


The murder of Fiske occurred in this 


city on the night of July 26,1890. Still- 
man was an erratic individual and had 
had some business dealings with the cap- 
italist concerninc patenta. 
Being in- 


formed that Fieko was trying to steal 
one of hia patenta ytillman sought Fiake 
and upbraided him. Alter a few words 
the men camo to blowa and Btilluian 
drew a revolver and fired atFiebo. The 
latter turned and 
ran and Stillman 


emptied MB revolver, five bullets taking 
effect in Flake's back. One oi. them 
penetrated the heart. 


Stillman" was tried on October 13, 


1S90, hia defense being insanity. He waa 
defended by Sam Hinda andT. P. Ryan, 
W. D. Tupper, then district attorney, 
prosecuted. The jury, of which W. I). 
Bowon waa foreman, found the defend- 
ant guilty of murder in the first decree 
and made the penalty life imprison- 
ment. Judgment was pronounced on 
November 12,1S9CJ, Stillmau being sent 
to San Quentin. 


It ia eaid that some of Stillman's 


patents have turned out to be of value 
and hia children will derive some bene- 
fit from them. Mrs. Stillman died in 
the county hospital some years ago and 
the children drifted away.

"There ia a secondary but very im- 


portunt purpose to be advanced by this 
association, namely, theuphoidingof the 
material interests of the valley. We 
must unite in bringing our valley prom- 
inently before the atate and the nation, 
to the end that in political matters as 
well as industrial, onr valley ehould 
cuunt, as well as in affairs of tho state. 


"It will not be feasible to undertake 


to fis rates for commercial work. But 
an understanding can be reached be- 
tween the papers published in 
the 


county seats and those publtnhad at 
other points whereby the territory be- 
longing to such pointa will be com- 
mercially recognized, and- the field of 
each not trenched on. 


"It will have to be on that basis tbat 


an understanding or co-operation can 
be reached relative to such publications 
as the law requires to he made, 


"There ia another point on which the 


newspaper men can take hold helpfully. 
That is to bring a joint interest to bear 
on mombera of the legislature to secure 
reasonable and necessary publicity for 
official baaineas. At the present time 
tho determining of this matter is al- 
most entirely in the hands of the law- 
yers and they have naturally arranged 
to have publication made as beet suite 
their interests rather than the public 
interests. 


"The newspaper men of tbia valley 


mast join hands with the newspaper 
men of other portions of the state to ee- 
cure for themaelvea and for tha public 
Buch publicity as the welfare of the com- 
munity demands." 


Mr. Pillshury referred to what might 


be accomplished through the association 
in the way of securing reductions in the 
price of materials need in "publication. 


The Talare editor's address waa very 


well received. It was ad excellent out- 
line for the work of the organization 
and the need of it in this valley.

The objects of the association, as set 


forth, "are the promotion of the general 
interests of the newspaper business of 
the Kan Joaquin valley; the protection 
of the members from irresponsible cus- 
tomera; the establishment and main- 
tenance of uniform and just rates for 
legal advertising; the development and 
upbuilding of the San Joaquin valley, 
industrially, socially and politically. 


Any person engaged m newspaper 


work in the valley ia eligible to member- 
ship in tbe association. But in the de- 
termination of all matters rfilfttinc to 
the business of the association each 
newspaper represented will be entitled 
to only one vote. 
Provision is made for an executive 


committee, consisting of one member 
from each county in the valley, to wit: 
San Joaquin, Stanislaus, Merced, Ma- 
derr., Fresno. Tulftre, Kinps, Manpoaa 
and Kern. The olficcra of the associa- 
tion represent their reapfctive counties 
on thia committee, and the other com- 
mittpamen fihall be elected by the 
counties.

he held annually on the third Sntnrday 
In February, the place to be fixed by the 
executive committee, and at such other

The Democratic cancnsea lagt nigh 


were very quiet, and the primaries nex 
Saturday promise to ba equally devoii 
of eicitement. There ia eome prospect 
lowever, of a lively time at the conven 
tion. It appears that the Democrat! 
central committee is in favor of leaving 
nnfilled those positions for which the re- 
cent Populist convention Dominated 
candidates, namely, city clerkj city trus- 
tee in the Fifth ward and school troatoe. 
This does not suit the Democrat who 
have their eyes on those places at all, 
and they and their frioude are protest- 
ing vigorously against a program that 
will shelve them. For the nomination 
for city clerk there are three leading 
candidates—W. B. Dennett, Jesse Wai- 
den and I3ob Rader.

There are also Democrats who resent 


the idea that there ia none among the 
faithful in the Fifth ward fit to carry 
the Democratic standard and that tho 
party ifi reduced to supporting a Popu- 
list. It will take considerable trouble to 
scare up a Democratic candidate in the 
Fifth, for every thing seems to have gone 
Republican over there, but the attempt 
will be made as Klee is objectionable to 
many residents of that part of the city.

If this is tbe attitude of the Populists 


the Democrats will, of coorae, bo justi- 
fied in objecting Herionely to their con- 
vention leaving unfilled the offices of 
city clerk, city trustee and echool trud- 
tee. 
Many Democrats know that the 


hope that the Populists wilt support 
their candidates in return for Demo- 
cratic support of the Populist nominees 
is ill founded, and they are somewhat 
disgusted because their city committee 
bas permitted itself to be beguiiut into 
advocating a course that can only result 
in the losa of preatige to the party. 


Thia is what is being industriously 


discussed among Democrats at present, 
and it looks aa if the matter will causo 
considerable acrimonious discussion in 
tbe convention. It is hardly likely that 
there will ba a split, bat if the conven- 
tion fails to put up a full ticket there 
will be some "tall" independent voting.

this state for fear of tbe evil results that 
follow the aagreitation of any consider- 
able number of these patients. 


"While the female portion of our popu- 


lation persists in wearing long skirts on 
the street just BO long are they in con- 
stant danger. Oases have come to tbe at- 
tention of women who have been ob- 
survaut enough to notice that whenever 
they ripped the binding from the bot- 
tom of their dresa skirt to replace il 
they contracted a pevere congb, and no 
doubt here lies a great danger." 


Of course it is not the intention to ask 


that lone akirts be legislated against 
though any prohibition against ihem 
would not affect many women in Freano 
What is deaired ia that a strong ordi 
nance against the filthy habit of er 
pectorating on the sidewalk be adoptee 
by the truutees and strictly enforced. I 
ia to be hoped that thoee in favor of this 
movement will work vigorously to at 
tain their object and not rest until they 
have succeeded.

GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP. 


How It Work* in AtutraHa, Hun- 


gary and £Liewhere. 


EDITOH REPUBLICAN :— Speaking npon 
he defut of the funding hill, in an- 
wer to the Stockton Mail, yon »y 
among other things: "One mistake 
ia» been made in attomptiax to 6*ttle 
he iudebtendesa of the Pacific roadt— 
he government should have foreclosed 
ta mortgage, bon£bt in the roada and 
ran them in behalf of the people." 


Every intelligent pereon who has 


eiven the railroad question eerloue 
houRiit will admit that the failure to 
foreclose was a great miiUkd; and fill 
euch aleo know that government owner- 
ship and operation of railroad a in other 
countries has brought great benefits to 
.he people. 


Undoubtedly there are many of your 


readers who may not he aware of thi?, 
hence, for their benefit, I nek permis- 
sion to present for their consideration 
through yonr paper the following facts : 


In Australia you can ride a distance 


of 1000 miles across country for $6.40, 
Sret-class; while working men can ride 
BIX milea for 1 cent, twelve milea for 4 
cents and thirty miles for 10 cente. 
Railroad men receive from 25 to 30 per 
cent more wages for eight honre of labor 
on these Roxernwent roads than they 
are paid in this country for ten houre. 
In Victoria, where theee rates prevail, 
the net income from the roads ia suffici- 
ent to pay all tbe federal taxes. 


In Hungary, where the roads are 


owned by the government, yon can ride 
six miles for 1 cent, and since the roade 
were bought by the government the 
waeea have doubled. Belgium tella the 
eamo story—fares and freight cnt down 
cne-half and wages doubled. Yet the 
roads pay yearly a revenue to the 
government of 1 4,OCO,OCD. In Germany 
you can ride fonr milea for ! cent on the 
government lines. Yet wages are 125 
per cent higher thau they were when 
the corporations owned the roads, and 
during the last ten years the net profits 
have increased 41 per cant. Laat year 
the roarls paid the German government 
a net profit of $ 2 , , . 


People who favor the government 


ownership of railroadaclaim that if our 
government owned the railroads we 
could go to Boston from San Francisco 
for $10. Here ia the proof. The United 
States pays the railroad not quite $275 
to transport a loaded postal car from 
.Boston to San Francisco, A postal car 
will carry Sfty passengers, which at $10 
each would bo faCO, or a clear profit of 
?22o per car— and this, too, after paying 
5)^ per cent on watered stock, which is 
fully ICO per cent on the coat of the 
road. 


To deny that the railroads could he 
uu by the government in this conntry 
nd reap aa beneficial results from suuh 
peration as in tho countries above 
amed— or in others not mentioned— 
fould be to admit that the government 


<f the United States poaBBBBea lees intel- 
igence, honor and common bneinoea 
agncity than do the governments of 
Luatralia, Belgium, Germany and Hun- 
ary. As no true American will admit 
bia, there/ore let all such unit? and ad- 
vocate and labor to obtain government 
wneruhip of railroads even in 
the

"Thin is conditional, however. The 


chief complaint appears to be a matter 
Df roads. II the people down there were 
better provided for in this respect T he- 
balieve very little would be heard about 
seceding from this couniy. The road 
between here and Lempore is in bad 
condition a good deal of the way, and 
where it is bisected by the river there is 
no bridge. When the stream ia ewollen, 
therefore, those who wiah to EO from 
south of the river to the county seat 
have to make a detour to the east that 
adds about thirteen miles to the dis- 
tance. The distance between Lemoore 
and Freano on the direct road is thirty- 
two milea, while by the circuitous route 
it is forty-five milee. Of course thie ia 
in important difference. 


"What tbe people want is that the 


first named road be improved and tbat 
tbe river be bridged at the point men- 
tioned. It would not cost very much to 
put the road in proper condition, and 
they are not asking too much in de- 
manding a bridge. I understand a peti- 
tion will be presented to the Supervisors 
at theer next meeting asking lor th^st 
improvements. Their complaints ahoult 
receive reepactfnl consideration."

THE VICTIMS OF THE STORM.
